They may cor­ 
rect visual errors, but if you’re 
an industrial w o r ker, for in­ 
stance, you. may want safety as 
well as see-ability. 
Active Youngster 
Youngsters, too, some t i m e s 
need more than just a pair of 
regular glasses. An active young­ 
ster can be pretty rough on a pair 
of spectacles. 
Ophthalmic science has come 
up with several solutions to these 
problems of safety. 


Special Glass 
For instance, there is a type of 
glass which is heated and cooled 
under special stress. 
Although it has about twice the 
impact strength of a regular lens, 
it is not unusually 
thick. 
It’s 
about five times as resistant to 
breakage when dropped on the 
floor. Also, it. will withstand the 
impact of a Vinch steel hall 
dropped from a height of 50 inch­ 
es. 


Won’t Shatter 
An even more durable lens is 
one which is “case hardened’’ 
by heating and chilling with an 
air blast under rigid temperature 
controls. This one won’t shatter 
even when struck by a %-ineh 
steel ball dropped, from a height 
of 50 inches. 
A laminated lens is still an­ 
other type. 


This lens has the shatter-proof • 
quality of an automobile wind- j 
shield and is made in the same 
way. It is more expensive than 
the others and, while it is more 1 
likely to crack, it won’t shatter 


For Certain Types 
Athletes, certain i n d u s t rial 
workers, persons with only one 
eye and 
mischievous 
children 
who are likely to get into acci­ 
dents of one kind or another, 
probably will find this type of lens 
of value. 
There is also a plastic lens 
which is light in weight and vir­ 
tually unbreakable. It has a cou­ 
ple of drawbacks, h o w e v e r.

Middle East Center of Danger 


What is called the Middle East 
problem is, in fact, the question 
of the continued existence of the 
State of Israel, Here is a new 
state, recognized as a member of 
the United Nations and its exis­ 
tence guaranteed bv all the sol­ 
emn t r e a t i e s and agreements 
which arise out of the charter of 
the United Nations. Now Egypt 
and Saudi Arabia intend to de­ 
stroy, liquidate and abolish the 
State of Israel. In this effort, they 
are supported materially by So­ 
viet Russia and the United Stat­ 
es. the former supplying arms to 
Egypt* the latter to Saudi Arab­ 
ia. 
In due course, some kind of 
war is bound to break out on 
the boundaries of Israel. It cannot 
be foretold, who will start, that 
war, what 
little 
circumstance 
will send men to kill each other 
over a boundary. Naturally when 
a new state comes into existence, 
it is carved out of territory which 
once belonged to some other peo­ 
ple. What we now call Israel was 
uj to the end of World War I 
part of Turkey; then it became 
a British mandatory under the 
old League of Nations and now is^ 
an independent state. If never • 
was Egyptian or Saudi Arabian 
territory. As a matter of fact, 
Egypt was a semi-colony of Great 
Britain, and Saudi Arabia was not 
a country until after World War 
I when the Turkish empire was 
divided up. 
So, when it comes to claims, 
the legality of the position is that 
the United. Nations turned a Brit­ 
ish mandated area over to Jews 
y who had settled in Palestine and 
formed there the State oi Israel. 
This situation is 
complicated 
by religious, r a. c i; a 1, and soc­ 
ial differences and by the enor­ 
mous oil reserves of Saudi Arab­ 
ia The American State Depart­ 
ment faces the 
dilemma 
that 
while it has. guaranteed the exis­ 
tence of Israel, it does not pro­ 
pose to lose the oil of Arab coun­ 
tries nor the air bases which it 
has established in such countries 
Meanwhile, the Arabs, under the 
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leadership of Nasser of Egypt, 
have maneuvered themselves into 
the enviable position of being able 
to blackmail both 
the 
United 
States and Soviet Russia. Nasser 
seems to be more clever than. 
Nehru who tried the same game 
and manipulated himself into a 
Russian slave. 
The Jews, on the other hand, 
have waited since 70 A. D. to get 
back to Jerusalem. Whether one 
agrees with the Zionist program 
or not, it is impossible to ignore 
historic facts. In the Seder Serv­ 
ice each Passover for this long 
period, the phrase was repeated 
year after year, “and next year 
in Jerusalem.” In the orthodox 
Jewish prayer book, the return 
to Zion, to Jersusalem, is a con­ 
stant prayer. And orthodox Jews, 
wherever they may be, always 
face toward Jerusalem when they 
pray as a Mohammedan faces 
toward Mecca. Those who hope 
that they can overcome this tra­ 
dition of Zion by diplomacy are 
whistling in the wind Every man, 
woman and child in Israel will 
have to be killed before that coun­ 
try' is abolished. They will fight 
for that soil as no people ever 
fought before. If Israel is to be 
liquidated, it must be by war. 
The 
question 
then a r i s e s 
whether a state recognized by the 
United Nations can be pressed 
out of existence by neighbors who 
dislike it or by great powers 
that find its existence mconven-

ient. Furthermore, the question 
arises whether the United Nations 
is correct in tolerating the block­ 
ading of a country by other mem 
her states. The answer, of course, 
is that the United Nations cannot 
function in a situation which in­ 
volves the great powers; that is 
is virtually helpless in any situ­ 
ation 
which 
i n v o 1 v e s 
the 
great, powers; this is virtually 
helpless in any situation in which 
Soviet Russia chooses to take a 
side. Therefore, it is not to be 
expected that the United Nations 
will be able to prevent, war be­ 
tween Israel, and Egypt and Sau­ 
di Arabia. And now that Glubb 
Pasha has been kicked out of 
Jordan, that little country will 
become bellicose. 
Our own State Department has 
no program. It p u r s u e s what 
might be called a flexible pol­ 
icy; that is. meeting each situ­ 
ation as though it were an isolat­ 
ed problem, which no situation 
ever is. The reason a little fellow 
like Nasser can be so fresh is 
he gets away with it; anybody 
can twit the United States or 
Great Britain because they take 
the twitting. And whereas it is 
all done in the sacred cause of 
peace, there is no peace,

State Mental Hygiene Staff 


Soon To Top 10,000 Total 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (J5—The num ­ 
ber of employes in the state divi­ 
sion of m ental hygiene is expected 
to exceed 10,000 within the next 
six months, it was reported today. 
Dr. John D. Porterfield, direc­ 
tor of the state departm ent of 
m ental 
hygiene 
and 
correction 
placed the num ber of employes 
now in the division at 9.718. He 
said this represented a seven per 
cent increase over the 9,082 em ­ 
ployes in the division a year ago 
state’s institutions for the m ental­ 
ly ill and the m entally retarded 
It is responsible for approxim ately 
36,000 patients. 
Dr. Porterfield said at the seven 
per cent rate of increase, the num ­ 
ber of employes in the division 


would exceed 10,000 within another 
six months. 
“ Most encouraging has been the 
fact that all the treatm ent dis­ 
ciplines 
involved 
— 
physicians, 
nurses, attendants, psychologists, 
social workers, therapists — have 
shared in the increase,” the direc­ 
tor said. 
He said a year ago the division 
had 160 full-time physicians and 
70 working part-tim e. “ Our latest 
report shows 169 full - tim e phy­ 
sicians and 83 part-tim e.” 
The most spectacular gains have 
been in the attendant, social work­ 
er and therapist Categories, Porter 
field declared. 
“ Where a year ago we had 4,844 
attendants, there are now 5,346. 


Where a year ago we had 96 social 
workers, there arc now 140. Where 
a year ago we had 194 therapists, 
there arc now 245. 
He said the num ber of psycholo­ 
gists has risen from 89 to 104. 
In tho two categories w here the 
greatest shortage exists national- 
ly—physicians and nurses — the 
patienl-personnel 
ratio has been 
reduced in Ohio’s m ental institu­ 
tions during the past year from 
184 6 to 170 5 for doctors and from 
116 1 to 107.8 for nurses, P o rter­ 
field added.
